With the perfection 
and speeding up of the telegrap 
cable lines, the people would not pa 
the high rates that telephones would 
have to charge across the Atlantic. 
“Tt is expected that telephones be- 
tween France and England will be 
improved as soon as it is feasible. 
They are now open to the public, 
but K is Very difficult to hold a con- 
versation. European countries like 
England. France, Italy and Belgium, 
keep telephones as a government 
monopoly, and, owing to their tre- 
mendous debts incurred during the 
war they are unable to make the 
improvements which they would 
have made if war had not occurred.
